ley Farmers' Club will be held at the 
home of Jacob Maechtlen, and accord- 
ing to President Ben F. Thorpe, the 
meeting will be one of the most im- 
portant of the season. R. S. Woglum, 
the Federal expert in fumigation, has 
written an acceptance to the invita- 
tion to speak to the club. He is at 
present located at the Whittier Ex- 
periment Station, and will make the 
trip to Covina for the purpose of in- 
forming the citrus raisers of his meth- 
ods, "the AVoglum method" of fumiga- 
tion. 


All practical fumigators in the val- 


ley are invited to be present, as well 
as every citrus rancher who is in- 
terested in having his ranch thorough- 
ly cleaned of scale pests. Mr. Wog- 
lum believes that the education of the 
rancher in fumigation will bring about 
the desired changes, as the rancher 
will insist that the fumigator embrace 
the modern and scientific methods of 
eradicating scale.

public money deposited in banks. 


"This measure is sought by the ir- 


rigation districts to remove the pres- 
ent discrimination against their bonds. 
Banks are now allowed to purchase 
the bonds of irrigation districts com- 
ing within the requirements of 
the 


law providing for the approval 
of 


the projects by the commission com- 
posed of the 
state engineer, attor- 


ney general and the 
superintendent 


of banks. 
If the banks are allowed 


to use these bonds 
so 
purchased, 


as security for public money loaned 
to them, the demand for the irriga- 
tion bonds would be materially 
in- 


creased. This, it is pointed out, would 
help the people who are developing 
the land of the Irrigation districts by 
giving them a broader market 
for 


their bonds and increasing the 
de- 


mand for them. 


"Whatever 
benefits 
the 
interior 


would benefit the cities about the 
bay through the growth of the valley 
communities, and for this reason the 
people of the irrigation districts feel 
confident in their appeal to the city 
voters to approve this amendment. It 
re-enacts at length the present sec- 
tion of the constitution providing that 
the funds of the state, and of counties 
and municipalities, may be loaned to 
the banks at a rate of interest not 
less than 2 per cent, The only change 
is in the inclusion of these irrigation 
bonds in the list of securities which 
the banks may use in securing these 
deposits of public money."

Citrus Expert Here 


From British Guiana 


Six thousand miles to study scales, 


not .balancing commercial scales or 
fish scales, but the scale that infests 
the 
citrus 
trees 
throughout' the 


world, is the trip which Gilbert E. 
Bodkin, who arrived at the West- 
minster the first of the week, has just 
made. 
He came from Georgetown, 


British Guiana, where he is the gov- 
ernment economic -biologist and ento- 
mologist. 


"Citrus production is one of the 


rapidly developing industries of our 
c.-ttiutry and we have our troubles 
there as they have them anywhere," 
he declared. 
"Southern California is 


known throughout the world as the 
region in which the cultivation of 
oranges,. lemons and grapefruit have 
been brought to the highest perfec- 
tion, and whenever we have a ques- 
tion in this direction we refer it to 
experts.in, this part,of the world.

Despite the natural enemies 
that scale has in British Guiana, there 
is much trouble on account of the pest 
and I am making a thorough investi- 
gation of spraying and fumigating. We 
have a fungus, which .on account of 
the prolific rainfall, totaling n%re than 
100 inches a year, destroys much of 
the scale. On account of the dryness 
of this climate, the introduction of 
the fungus is impossible as an assist- 
ance to the citrus growers. The scale 
grows, in proportion more rapidly than 
the fungus and all our attentions are 
turned to remedying this."

the personal equation—that is. the kind.of man who owned it—had 
much or nearly all to do with its value! 
Therefore, banks do not 


loan money except in small amounts on orange and lemon property. 


One might think that an orange-growing community would do well 


to keep this fact hushed up, and that for a president of a great bank 
to.make the statement in public was ill-advised. 
But this isn't so. 


There is nothing to be feared from publicity on this point, any more 
than there is in the fact that valuable race-horses and diamonds are 
bad risks. 
The man who won't buy an orange grove because he 


can't borrow large sums on it is just the kind of an orange grower 
we don't want. 
The man who is a successful orange grower is thr- 


one who invests his money in the business of growing oranges and in 
very little else, if anything, and if he eo"hld get large sums of money 
to put into other businesses or even other orchards, ho is taking a 
decisive step toward ruin, and is just the kind of man who helps ma- 
trrmlly to put the orange- business in bad repute. 


No, the orange and lemon business does, and should, do business on. 


or very nearly so, its own capital. 
Loaning small amounts on the 


strength of the coming crop in order to move the crop is another 
thing, and something which all the banks will cheerfully comply 
with. 
The fact that owners of orchards cannot gamble on the value 


of the property keeps the business in the agricultural class, where 
it is safe, and "where it should remain. 
The man who could raise 


a large sum of money on an orange orchard would place that money 
in another business, and this surely means neglect of personal atten- 
tion to the orchard. 
Raising oranges by absent treatment is not 


much of a success, and the banks, among other things, are cognizant 
of this fact. 
We are glad that orange groves are not gilt-edged secur- 


ities.

leading, Says Daniels.

San Dimas Church 


Costly, and Beautiful 


C. C. Chapman, president of the 


Christian chnrch association of South- 
ern California, was conspicuous in the 
dedication of the new $30,000 San Di- 
mas church last Sunday. It was an 
all-day program which resulted in the 
building being dedicated free of debt 
$10,000 being raised during the day. 


A handsome colonade effect is given 


the entire front of the building by four 
large columns that fit into the general 
style of architecture, which is a com- 
posite of the colonial and the classic. 
Upon the entrance to the main floor 
one finds a large vestibule from which 
we may ascend a stairway to the sec- 
ond floor, which contains the galleries 
and small special class rooms, young 
people's parlors, etc. Also from this 
vestibule on the main floor one may 
enter the ladles' parlor, the bible 
school auditorium, or the main audi- 
torium • for church services, tor'down 
stairs to the first floor. This main 
floor has the twin-auditorium feature 
of up-to-date construction. 


The church and auditorium is on 


the north side.

FOOTBALL MADE OF CURRENCY 


QUESTION IN AMERICAN HISTORY 


(By R. P. Buller). 


On the 22nd of February, 1878, the 


greenback party, which had by that 
time adopted the name of "The Na- 
tional Party,".( assembled in convention 
at Toledo, On to, and adopted the fol- 
lowing preamble: 


"Whereas, throughout. the entire 


country the value of real'estate is de- 
preciated, industry paralyzed, trade 
depressed, 
business, 
incomes and 


wages reduced, unparalled distress in- 
Dieted upon the poorer and middle 
ranks of our people, the land filled 
•with suffering, pauperism and starva- 
tion, and whereas this "state of things 
has been brought, about by legislation 
in the interest of and dictated by 
money lenders, bankers and bond- 
holders ; 


Whereas, the limiting of the legal 


'tender quality of greenbacks, the de- 
monetization of the silver dollar, the 
exempting of bonds from taxation, the 
proposed forced resumption of specie 
payments were crimes against the peo- 
ple; all of which must be counteracted 
by judicious legislation." 


Incidentally, it spay be observed 


that the foregoing reads like an ex- 
tract from Col. Roosevelt's so-called 
"confession of faith" when he imag- 
ined himself standing at Arnageddon 
(wherever that is) and battling for the 
Lord. But there is this difference— 
that the distress was real in 1878, 
though attributed to the wrong cause, 
while 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
calamities 


Jiave no existence except in his own 
distempered imagination. 


However, the resumption of specie 


payments having disproved all of the 
prevailing fallacies, there was not 
much doing in the camps of the bark- 


, era and calamity-howlers until the 


panic of 1893, which was precipitated 
by the election of Cleveland and a 
Democratic congress, with the threat 
ened abolition of the protective tariff 
Then with their usual wrong-headed- 
ness they (then calling themselves 
the "People's Party") thought that al 
the woes of the Cleveland administra 
tion w.ere attributable to the alleged 
demonetization 
of silver 
in 1873 


which they denounced as the "crime 
of the century," and claimed that i 
had been brought about at the insti 
gation of the same old invisible mon 
ster, "the money power," nersonatec 
by Wall street bankers for the express 
and premeditated purpose of making 
times hard and money scarce, and this 
time all who did not embrace the free 
silver delusion were stigmatized as 
"Gold-Bugs." 


The facts as to the so-called demon- 


etization of silver were, that in 1873, 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 was 
more valuable than gold, consequently 
silver dollars were melted down and 
sold as bullion as. fast as coined, and 
there were none in circulation, conse- 
qu\.atly it was useless to coin,.them, 
amT'at -the instance 'of the committee 
on coinage the law was-amended, drop- 
ping them from .coinage. The bankers 
had nothing to do with it,and if it had 
not been for the enormous increase 
in the quantity of silver mined at the 
Comstock and elsewhere shortly af- 
terwards, nothing would have been 
thought of it. But this tremendous in- 


rease soon glutted the silver markets 
ot the world, and then the silver 
miners began to wall. So to appease 
them, a law was passed in 1878,'; re- 
quiring the government to purchase 
not less than two million 
dollars 


worth of silver and-to coin it as fast 
as purchased. "Under this law more 
than five hundred million dollars was 
coined and put in circulation between 
1878 
and 1893, but in spite of all that 


the government could do, silver kept 
on declining until the government 
was compelled to issue bonds to the 
amount of over sixty million dollars 
to get money with which to buy silver, 
and the burden threatening to become 
intolerable and to bankrupt the gov- 
ernment, the purchase law was repeal- 
id. Then came Bryan's cross of gold 
speech in the Democratic convention, 
and a bolt by a lot of delegates in the 
Republican convention in 1896, and 
the organization of the so-called "sil- 
ver Republican party," which tried to 
defeat the straight Republican ticket 
then, just as the so-called Progressive 
Republicans are trying to do now. The 
cry then was that the "money power" 
controlled the Republican party and 
was working against the interests of 
the people and making money scarce 
for their own aggrandizement, Just as 
falsely as they declaim against the 
imaginary bosses of the present time. 


In the face of the well-known fact 
that more than five hundred million 
dollars in silver had been coined and 
put in circulation since 1873, where 
there was not a dollar in circulation 
at that time, the free-silverites, which 
included all the cranks and soreheads 
in the country, insisted that the pre- 
vailing scarcity of money was caused 
altogether by the so-called crime of 
1873. 


On the other hand, the regular Re- 


publicans, and the level-headed Demo- 
crats, insisted that to open the mints 
to the free coinage-of silver at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 when its market Value 
throughout the world was less than 
half as much, would depreciate the

Local lemon- Men 


The prices received for lemons dur- 


ing the last month or so have been 
exceedingly satisfactory and will net 
.the growers more money per pound 
of fruit than they' have received for 
nearly two years. 
It is particularly 


gratifying to know that the'.receipts 
of lemons at the packing house dur- 
ing the month of September have been 
about double the receipts of any pre- 
vious September. 
This has been due 


in part to the freedom of the district 
from frost last year, so that the young 
lemons which were on the trees had 
an opportunity to develop into matur- 
ed fruit. The heavier receipts of lem- 
ons during the time of high prices 
will mean a good deal more money 
for the growers of this district. Prices 
are still very good, but will probably 
not be as hjgh in the next few months 
as for the months just past. 


The 
reinforced 
concrete 
sweat 


rooms erected by the San Dimas As- 
sociation last year are proving very 
satisfactory. It was necessary to use 
them last season before they were en- 
tirely dry, and the improvement over 
the previous arrangement was not as 
great as ha.d been hoped. But tills 
year they have had time to become 
thoroughly tried and they seem to be 
entirely gas-proof. These rooms pro- 
duce the color rather sooner than any 
which have been previously used by 
the association, and do it with less 
oil and less attention and expense 
in caring for the stoves.

Mr. Webb says that the Americans 
and all citizens feel no danger in at- 
tending theaters and other functions, 
and that the federals have complete 
control, of the city. But, he adds, the 
country outside and at a distance, es- 
pecially where Orosco has been con- 
ducting the campaign, is in a fright- 
ful condition, overrun by the rebels, 
and many hideous evidences of war- 
Birdseye Maple Dressers.
